the spirit of the Russian note. 


The state department has dispatched its instructions to the United States 


diplomatic representatives abroad in conformity with the decision reached 
yesterday by the ^cabinet upon the Russian proposal tw witiMwaw the trcoos 
in Pekin ia order to allow tha emyvesa dowager ana Emperor I£wane TBU, to 
return to the capital for negotiations for a settlement with the powers. 


All these steps are matters of common agreement end it ia nfo< possible for 


two of the nations concerned, Russia and th» United States to make ag$ee- 


ments between themselves, at this stage. 


At least it is nteceasary to advise each of the governments represented In 


China of the various propositions as they ar& broached. 
The instructions sent our representatives recalls to their mind the condi- 


tions which the Urfited States government has already laid down as a proper 
base for theinstitutlon of negotiations for a favorable settlement. 


Some of theae conditions have been met. The intepnatlontal columr. is in 


PeWa, and the foreigners in ths oapi-tal are safe fo-p the time being. 


The remainder '<£ the conditions, namely, those looking to the future pro- 


tection of American) Interests are yet to be complied with. If arrangements 
can b« made for their acceptance, under proper guarantee for their perform- 
ance, our Rovernment will withdraw its titoopa from Pekin in order to facili- 
tate the negotiation for peace and this assurance nas been given to the 


Russian government along with others. 


The Chinese government must guarantee its ability to prevent the spread 


of the disorder to other provmbes, and recognize each \>f the disorders as they 


have occurred.

Nevertneless we cannot 
undertake to govern China ourselvse, or 
with tha. assistance of other powers." 


Mr. Brodrlck said he hoped it would

It is beltevecl that 
the point has been reached where It ia 
proper that there should be a eiear ex- 
preaskm of purpose on the, part of tha 
principal powers In ord«r that the 
United States government may know 
how far it may go consistently in the 
execution of the common program. Most 
of the objects had In view by the presi- 
dent "hon he made answer to the Chi- 
neee governti.^nt's appeal and began the 
campaign upon 
Pekin 
have 
been 


achieved. Two others remain to be se- 
cured, namely, the safeguarding of 
American intereeta for the future and 
•ome proper guarantee for Indemnifica- 
tion for 'the expenses of recent opera- 
tions and losses of American citizens. 


Some plan by which these object* can 


he attained by the United States In 
common with similar object* by the 
ether powers engaged in China is thought 
feasible. Iivdden-tlal to this main pur- 
poee several phases of the problem are 
attracting special attention. Thus the 
•umclency of LI Hung Chang's cre- 
dentials a» a peace envoy, or rather of 
the ability of the Emperor of China to 
accredit anyone thus, la a matter of In- 
terns/tonal consideration. The United 
States not only mu*t satisfy Itself of Li's 
competency, but It must convey solid 
assurance on that point to convince 
•ome of the other powers, the purposes 
of which perhaps would not be best 
terved by a speedy termination of hos- 
tilities in China. 


It was the general understanding that 


(he outcome of the cabinet meeting 
irould be the adoption of a policy by the 
itmlnlMratton that would t»4 t* 


Bhirplify these issues and at least to 
bring to a focus the varying aspirations I 
ot the powers. If this cannot be done, | 
then the question to be determined la j 
•whether or not the United States shall 
proceed further, hand in hand, with tha 
tolled forces It is belltved that ,1hla 
point Is very near a decision, our de- j 
termination (depending upon the re- 
sponses made by European nations to 
our inquiries. 


Oae of the beet-posted men of- th« 


diplomatic corps, who is actively en- 
gaged in present negotiations, sums up 
the international complication substan- 
tially ae follows: 


"The powers -were in complete ac- 


cord up to the time of the taking of 
Pekin. 
But with that accomplished, 


the more important question arose as to 
the future course of the powers in deal- 
ing with China, and on that there is not 
ae yet any complete accord. 
Thus far 


it seems plain that the United States op- 
poses the dismemberment of China, or 
any move towards territorial extension 
there, and fft this position Hussla and 
France seem to agree. 


On the other hand, _ while there is 


nothing definite Indicating territorial ex- 
pansion, y«t the exchanges have led to 
the belief that Germany, Great Britain 
and probably Japan, are not averse to 
a oourae which will bring- about terri- 
torial divisions •within the empire. It 
•was supposed that Japan stood against 
any division of the empire, but the land- 
ing of Japanse troops at Amgy cannot 
be accounted for on the ground that a 
Japanese temple had been burned. So 
that it £3 the accepted vi«n« that Japan 
is at least making ready to be in a pe- 
sltldn to aba-re In. any division of terri- 
tory which must com«. 


"The course of Russia in taking 


New Chwang cannot be viewed in the 
same light aa the landing of troops at 
Amoy or Shanghai, as this was for the 
sole purpose of protecting Russia's rail- 
way line, and any ulterior territorial 
purposes have been disclaimed by Rus- 
sia. 
So lar as Great Britain's purposes 


are concerned, In the absence of any ex- 
pressed declaration, the landing of troops 
at Shanghai it strong evidence that 
Great Britain wishes to control the 
Tang Tse valley, -which Is the garden 
Of China. 
On the part of Germany ths 


doubt as to her future course Is due 
mainly to Count Waldersee's speeches 
elnce |&klng Pekin. 
These have indi- 


cated that he waa going on an extended 
campaign, and that the fall of the Chi- 
nese capital was only the Initial step 
In a comprehensive program requiring ] 
the presence of a large army. Just what, 
this means Is not clear, but it has at' 
least created much surprise in Wash- | 
Ington and some other capitals. 
| 


"Th° lililerenoes over Li Hung Chang's 


eredentiate are three-fold. 
One view, 


Including that of the United States, is 
that the credentials are acceptable; an- 
•ther Is tha t they have never been shown 
to carry cotnplste authority, while tha 
third view Is that the original credentials 
were valid at the time given, but have 
since become invalid through the flight 
of the emperor and empress dowager and 
the complete collapse of the Chinese gov- j 
eminent. 
The question of credentials 


floes not seem so difficult to deal with, 
and It probably will be solved to the sat-i 
Isfactlon of all concerned, but it is not 
clear thus far that the powers can ba 
brought into complete accord orua gen-- 
eral podlcy for the f uture of Chine

"An Irishman of the full blood can- 


act resist aa opportunity for repartee, 
no matter how solemn the occasion or 
•what his surroundings," sold an Eng- 
lish clergyman, a visitty in Wasbmg- 
xua, the other day, when the couvei-bii- 
tion turned on the fuimy expenences 
of clergymen and the huuor that 
creeps into matters connected with the 
church. 


•'I was assisting an old friend of 


snlne, the rector of a church in Ireland, 
one Sunday, and before the service we 
were in the vestry room putting on our 
.robes, with the old sexton, a shriveled 
up Irishman of the perfect type, as- 
sisting. My friend, who was some- 
"whttt old, was a little testy that morn- 
ing, and somehow the sleeve of his 
surplice got mixed up. Notwithstand- 
;$lg the assiduous efforts of the old sex- 
•Jpn to direct his arm to the right hole 
the two .vould not connect. 
Finally, 


losing patience, my friend said sharp- 
ly: 'Oh, the old boy's in the thing.' 


"The old sexton brightened up and, 


looking over at me, with a twinkle in 
his eye, said as quick as lightning, 'Not 
yit, your rivermoe.' 


"It restored the good humor of the 


situation, and the vestment was proper- 
ly adjusted. 


"The only time I ever heard a congre- 


gation laugh unrestrainedly diripg the 
regular services in a cathedral was 
back in the eighties, when I was a 
resident of dear, dirty £>ublin. On one 
Sunday morning the bishop of Cork 
preached. He was a splendid man, an 
Irishman to the backbone and possess- 
ed of as fine a brogue as ever distin- 
guished a son of Erin. His congrega- 
tion was made up of the very essence 
of fashion in Dublin, which. In those 
days, was one of .the greatest social 
centers of the world. Notoriously, peo- 
ple were living beyond their means, for 
the income from the landed estates of 
Ireland had taken a big tumble. But 
that made no difference, and good 
Dressing went as a matter of course 
and was one of the smallest of the ex- 
travagances. The bishop preached on 
the subject of extravagance and spoke 
particularly of overdressing. His ser- 
mon was a bitter arraignment of the 
sin of debt and the wickedness of set- 
ting the heart on fashion and dress. 
He attacked the overdressed woman 
and wound up this particular reference 
this way: 


" 'Now, supposing every one of ye— 


every ojie, man and woman-^should 
stand up in this church, take off the 
clothes ye have not paid for, Just walk- 
in out with the things on yonr back ye 
have paid for—a pretty lookin lot of 
scarecrows ye"d be.' 


"There was a pause nntil the real 


significance of the suggestion had per- 
colated througn the members of his 
congregation, then some one snickered. 
Every one was picturing to himself and 
herself the real scene that would occur 
should the bishop's idea be carried into 
effect, while wife looked at husband 
end, members of -each family nudged 
one another. The ludicrous side wag 
Irresistible and the laugh was general,. ! 


"I once attended church at Whalley, 1 


a little village on the borders of Lan- ' 
cashire and Yorkshire, hi England. The , 
church, which bad been a part of the 
old abbey, was built in the year 10G6 
and is today one of the most interest- ' 
ing Bacred edifices in Great Britain.'. 
Th» rector was a Mr. Whittaker, very 
old, very stout and very deaf. He had 
occupied the living for 80 years, an<J 
while he generally appeared in church 
] 


aad took some part in the services, he , 
was able to afford the luxury of a cu- 
rate and was always glad to secure the 
services of a friend to Breach. On one 
occasion, a gentleman I knew very well 
was to officiate. ~JIt was his custom to 
limit his sermon to 20 minutes, p*each- 
Ing ex tempers,^ and always took out 
his watch and his pocket handker- 
chief, placing them beside him before 
commencing. This he did as usual, 
and, finding a very convenient little i 
round receptacle, stuffed the handker- ' 
chief into it, laid the watch on top and ' 
fired away.

"The congregation was surprised to j 


see the old rector, who was sitting at j 
the bottom desk of the 'three decker1 ' 
erection, which I suppose still stands ( 


F 


right In the center and half way down j 
the aisle—not In the chancel, as in the i 
modern churches—become very uneasy 
in his seat. He squirmed around and 
looked up, though every one knew 
qutte--well that ne could not hear a 
word of the sermon. Finally he beck- 
oned to the black gowned old verger, 
who carried-a k>ng»wandr and whis- 
pered to; bim. The verger ascended 
the pulpit and* ia turn Interrupted the 
germtm by a whispered conversation 
"with the preactrer, who was seen to 
•udflenly grasp his pocket handker- 
chief and watch, smile and nod, and 
then proceeded with bJs sermon. He 
had "filled the receiver of the old rec- 
tor's ear teampet, .which connected 
with- a tube to the lower desk, and tbe 
rector had been unable to tell whether

COURTS RULED BY SUN TIME 


In Various States Refuse to 


Accept Staadara UeolioulnK. 


If you ever expect to go to law over 


a question in which time is involved, 
b.owe'ver slightly, don't monkey with 
Standard time. 
It won't go In the 


courts. To be sure, you can't catch 
trains if you don't use standard time 
to do it, but you will miss the verdict 
if you do. In Geoigla the court of ap- 
peals decided that the use of standard 
time instead of sun tipie in regulating 


i*a trial was an error. In the particular 


case in question the sun time was fast- 
er than the railroad time, and a ver- 
dict was received after 12 o'clock on 
Saturday night by the sun time, though 
before 12 by standard time. It was 
decided that sun time should have been 
followed. 


In Nebraska a certain summons was 


returnable before a justice at 10 o'clock 
a. m. The defendant failed to appear. 
The justice waited until 11 o'clock 
standard time, which was about half 
an hour faster than common time, and 
then gave judgment by default 
The 


defendant appeared before 11 o'clock 
common tune, and it was held that the 
judgment by defaiilt was premature 
and invalid. 


In Iowa there was a question as 


to the expiration of an insurance 
policy, which by its terms extended 
until 12 o'clock at noon of a certain 
day. Fire broke out at about 11:45 
o'clock a. m. of that day by common 
time and about two and a half minutes 
after 12 o'clock by standard time. The 
court held that Vhe insurance was still 
in force. It did not appear that any 
statute had enacted any change in the 
ordinary rule which regards noon aa 
the time when the sun crosses +he 
meridian. There was evidence of the 
customary use of standard time at 
that place, but this was held not suf- 
ficient. The court says: "It was not 
only necessary to show the customary 
use of standard time, but that by cus- 
tom of the <pla,ce at 12 o'clock at noon 
meant at 12 o'clock standard time."— 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

The genius displayed by flsLlmwki in 


nest bulMiag time is often wonderful, 
leading persons to suspect that the me- 
chanical calculations of the bird are 
equal to those ot the average human 
being. The hawks frequent forests and 
groves fringing the waters of 
sett bay to obtain material for building 
new nests aud repairing old ones. Rot- 
ten limbs ot trees high over one's head 
are Heard snapping aud cracking. 


This snapping of sticks is caused by 


fisbhawks. 
Mechanically they examine 


and break off the Unibs by sheer force, 
something that is unique in tfte character 
of birds. A. hawk flying about wheels 
shoit on its wings, having selected a de- 
cayed stick that is suitable on some oak 
tree. 
Something after the fashion of 


tent pegging the hawk charges paat and 
just above the bough. Jubt as he is 
passing the limb, with great dexterity he 
hooks his claws upon It, and, without 
stopping in his flight and with \s ings 
flapping furiously enough, bang goes the 
report of tile breaking of the rotten 
limb, and triumphantly the feathered 
wonder carries to the nest the stick, 
sometimes 4 inches in diameter and 
feet long. Although as a rule the birds 
break off the limbs at the first attempt, 
they have been seen to try the operation 
on the same stick two and three times 
before being successful. In case the stick 
is not broken off the first time they do 
not loose their hold, bat unceasingly flap 
their broad wings m the air, exhausting 
every measure toward accomplishing 
their purpose. 


Ordinarily their bodies are not so 


hea'ry as to cause one to suspect that 
they could break off such stout pieces of 
booths, but the aiomentum carried in 
their flight as they hook on to the limb 
without stopping almost invariably causea 
their efforts to be crowned with success. 
The loud snapping noise of the breaking 
of tree branches by the hawks would lead 
a person not accustomed to their habits 
to suppose that an elephant was running 
amuck through the forest. 


Of about four feet in width and of a 


compact structme the nests can with- 
stand the fury of severe storms. The 
fabric is so HK>ven and bound crisscross 
fashion that cases have been known of 
the nests remaining intact even after the 
wind felled the tree or pole and threw 
the nest violently to the ground. A se- 
vere stona blew down a fishhawk's neat 
at Warren a year ago, leaving the nest 
bottom up. It was discovered several 
days later with three yonng dead birds 
Inside. Being imprisoned, they had died 
of hunger.—Forest and Stream,

artillery have that distinction. 


Born in Ireland, Reilly, as I ImeT? 


him, was a handsome fellow, straight 
ES a lath In figure and principle, the 
best companion ou earth, generous to 
a ffMiit He would fight before tho bat 
dropped. Thus spoke a man who was 
Reilly's comrade 35 years ago, eaye the 
New York Journal. 


Between 1884 anfl 1866-Heffly was 


gradually promoted to be sergeant In 
Battery B of the same regiment ia 
which he lately served. B was knffwn 
as "Dnpont's Battery," for it was oom-

manded by Captain Henry A. .Dupont, 
of the distinguished powder making 
family, who lately contested for a seat 
in the United States senate from Dela- 
ware. 


Appreciating Reilly's bright Intellect, 


his desire to 'rise, his knowledge of 
guns and of fighting them, Captain 
Dupont took up Reilly and coached 
him. After he had taught Reijly every- 
thing he knew about artillery, and not 
before, Captain Dupont passed up 
Rellly for examination for promotion. 
An examining board met at Fortresa 
Monroe in November, 1866, as I re- 
member. 
A general officer presided 


over the board. Afi;er Reilly had an- 
swered a few questions the president 
of the board stopped asking them and 
summoned the junior officers of the 
regiment. 


"I want you West Pointers to know 


what a clever fellow can learn In the 
ranks," said the president, and he went 
on questioning Reilly, who passed tha 
examination with flying colors. 


Reilly was commissioned second 


lieutenant in December, 18G6, about 
the same time Zalinski was commis- 
sioned. Reilly was first lieutenant In 
1868, and was graduated from the ar- 
tillery school at Fortress Monroe In 
187G. 
He got his captaincy six years 


ago, and served with his usual dis- 
tinction in the war with Spain. 


One of the most splendid incidents 


of tbe Cuban campaign was the forced 
march of Captain Reilly with his men 
to the relief of the rough riders at San 
Juan. At El Casey he declared he 
would die a soldier, even If he was the 
only American soldier left on earth. 
On the return of the battery, after Ita 
arduous work in Cuba, to Montauk 
Roint, Captain Rejlly refused to retire 
as major by brevet. "Ever a fighter," 
he welcomed the order for fresh ser- 
vice in the Philippines. His'battery 
waa engaged In five battles oa the Isle 
of Luzop, and was speedily selected 
for service in China, where it has won 
fresh laurels.

Settator Depew Say» the Eyes of 


tbe>\Vorl(t Are on Us Now.

Senator Chauucey $L Depcw came 


back from Europe the other day on the 
American liner New York. His son 
Chaunccy and hja niece were with him. 
Senator Depew, according to the New 
York Sun," said that he found on the 
continent that France, Germany and 
Italy fear the competition of American 
trade In the markets of the far east, 
and they know that the firmer hold we 
get In the orient the harcter they -will 
have to strive to keep their markets 
open against us. 
Europa, is full of 


rumors that we will retina from the 
east They have not yet become ac- 
customed to the Idea of our presence 
In that quarter. Our sending troops to 
China to fight beside their troops Is an 
absolute innovation la their scheme of 
our place in the -world. 


"Nineteen .-hundred Is a very gratify- 


ing year for an American abroad," said 
the senator. 
"One of the phenomena 


of the close of the nineteenth and the 
opening of the twentieth century ia 
the position our country has taken .In 
two years. 
Before 1898 no ruler of 


minister in Europe was Interested In 
American opinion or action. Now the 
situation is the tererse. Every cabinet 
reckons the attitude of the United 
States in formulating plans. 
Every 


European nation finds Its production 
enormously in excess of-'Its consump- 
tlon of manufactured articles. 
Asia 


and Africa,are_,tbe markets. The pos- 
session of tbem or access to them 10 
the sum of old world- diplomacy, oper- 
ations and armaments. The excellence 
and in many cases the superiority o£ 
our goods,- the energy of our traders 
and the cheapness of our transporta- 
tion are exciting. alarm. This is evi- 
dent on'the continent. It does not ap- 
pear in Great Britain. English, Irish, 
Scotch and Welsh of all classes are In- 
tensely cordial to America and Amer- 
icans. The taking of one-half of the 
British war loan In New York at near- 
ly 1 per cent less than London offer- 
ed amazed Lombard street 
It put 


thinking' caps on financiers every- 
where. If New York is to be the finan- 
cial center of the world and our Bur- 
plus money is for loan cheaper than it 
can be had elsewhere, the event Is of 
the greatest consequence on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The policy and tradi- 
tion of centuries are upset, and old 
world bankers must go to school. 
If 


the governments of the continent saw 
any way to check oar advance, they, 
would adopt it. 


"I heard mpre discussions, and Intel- 


ligent ones, as to fur home conditions 
this summer than in 80 years before. 
The powers are so nicely balanced that 
our position on eastern questions is of 
vital importance. The one question is, 
What will the United States do in Chi- 
na, and afterward in the orient? There 
is no disposition to forcibly prevent our 
entrance on. an equal footing into Chi- 
na and the east, but tremendous ans- 
iety for us not to press the subject, \ 
and especially not to push our products j 
hi competition with theirs among the j 
people of Asia. 


"The United States exhibit at tbe 


Paris exposition Is very impressive. It 
isfa remarkable choosing of what we 
have done and tbe possibility of de- 
velopment. We win have the largest 
number of medals and honorable men- 
tions. The fair Itself has been grossly 
misrepresented. It Is one of the best 
industrial exhibitions yet given. The 
French are very hospitable and per- 
fectly fair. There Is not a sign of in- 
justice, even, when-their own products 
are in competition. There can be no 
well grounded complaint of tbe awards 
of the juries. The American athletes 
carried off three-fourths of tbe prizes, 
and the majority of the Judges were 
Frenchmen. It was an inspiring sight 
at the dinner given them by Commis- 
sioner General Peek to see these mod- 
est; manly fellows from our colleges. 
They represented an exhaustless sup- 
ply of American grit, pluck and 'man- 
hood. 


"We are too new for our foreign 


friends to catch on to all our national 
creeds. The band in one of the restau- 
rants at tbe exhibition where I was 
lunching played the 'Marseillaise,' and 
the French cheered; then the 'Wacht 
am Rbein,' and the Germans applaud- 
ed, and so on through the hymns of all 
nations. Finally, I sent In a fee and 
request for them to play tbe-national 
nnthem pf the United States. 
After 


neveral minutes' consultation they gave 
us 'A Hot Time In the Old Town To- 
night.' A few bands can play 'Yankee 
Doodle,', but I do not believe there la 
one which has the music of 'The Star 
Spangled Banner.' 


"The coal famine, threatens serious 


times for Great Britain. Tbe govern 
ment promised to Impose an export 
duty, but parliament adjourned with 
out enacting tbe law. Such a proposi 
tion from such a source shows how 
necessity modifies economic policies 
settled so long that they are claimed 
to be principle. Coal has gone up in 
price In England in the last six month 
$2 a ton. If this should happen with 
us, It would be a charge of 8 per cen 
in the capital of the New York Cen 
tral. The English railway managers 
nre very able men, but thpfr lugenult 
Is taxed to the utmost to meet this In 
creased cost of coal and keep up th 
same dividends, and In most lines a 
thplr holf jpnrlv nicotines there was 
reaucEion. CoaTTor railway and man 
ufacturing purposes Is now $6.75 a ton 
delivered. It Is less than half that to 
the same purposes in the Unitec 
States. Coal' is the life of Industria 
nations. It has enabled Great Brital 
to support 86,000,000 people In fa 
greater comfort than 6,000,000 befor 
the discovery of Its use as fuel. W 
certainly do not want to prosper b 
cause of the misfortunes of others, bu 
unless fresh sources of coal supply ca 
be found In Europe there are incalcula 
ble possibilities for our product In th 
markets of the world.

Information as to the Boxers. 


Any intelligent man who has lived at 


'Peking for six months knows of these 
'BO called Boxers and bus, knowingly or 
[not, employed one or more of them. By 
(the term "intelligent" Is meant a man 
[who does not suppose that every hu- 
|man 
being must necessarily under- 


stand his own language, but admits the 
fact that there are other tongues and 
also that when he travels or resides in 


i foreign countries It becomes him to fa- 
miliarize himself with such foreign 
ilanguages. 


Every resident of Peking employs a 


watchman or doorkeeper, and that per- 
Bon Is in every instance a member of 
the Ta-chuan (literally, "Big Fist"), or, 
as it Is now called, "Boxer" society. 
Properly considered, It is not a secret 
society, but bears a great resemblance 
to our labor unions. Its purpose is 
mainly benevolpnt—namely, to provide 
for old or disabled members. 


The society of the Boxers is made up 


of men whose physical and muscular 
Btrength has been trained purposely 
and from early youth, not that they 
may enter the athletic arena, but that 
they may engage In a perfectly lawful 
and recognized career. They art en- 
gaged as watchmen by wealthy resi- 
dents and as guards by travelers carry- 
ing a large amount of money or to con- 
vey specie for great distances. Such a 
guard or watchman Insures perfect 
safety, for it places the property or per- 
son under the protection of the Ta- 
chuan union, and thieves or malefac- 
tors dread arousing its veflgeance. Not 
a single instance Is on record where a 
member of the Ta-chuan was faithless 
to his trust 


The government recognized the union 


and frequently employed it to convoy 
treasure. The father of Prince Tuaa 
end grandfather of the heir apparent is 
and has been f6r years the official pa- 
tron of the union. It Is evident from 
this explanation that a member of the 
Ta-chuan corresponds somewhat to the 
modern calling of private detective in 
our social arrangements. 
TJhis is fur- 


ther confirmed, slntfe.' in eilher case 
men mat be'hired for specific purposes 
and not always in" strict conformity to 
law. 
The history "of,±he United States 


contains instances ^TOere corporations 
in fear of depredations by striking 
workmen have engaged a body of pri- 
vate detectives to repel any attack up- 
on their plants. A margin psssesslon 
of a well filled purse could at Peking 
engage any i^ujpiticr -of Ta-chuan mem- 
bers for purposes "which would not bear 
publicity. 


"The Chinese empress does not meet 


completely the Anglo-Saxon demand 
for female beauty," writes Poultney 
Blgelow In the September Woman's 
Eome Companion, "but then the Chi- 
naman Is not whojly satisfied with our 
type, and on sound democratic princi- 
ples the Celestial has some color for his 
opinion, seeing that he Is one of 400,- 
000,000, while our ideal represents but 
75,000,000. Personally it is hard for 
me to appreciate beauty in one who is 
ehort and fat, whose feet are the size 
of saltcellars, whose flesh has the mod- 
eling of a bolster, whose eyes are ob- 
lique and whose natural skin Is over- 
laid with white and red paste. Yet 
What I am pleased to consider my taste 
is from the Chinaman's point of view 
merely outlandish prejudice, and on 
the standards prevailing in Peking the 
dowager empress Is easily one of the 
handsomest women, exercising a per-1 
sonal fascination which entitles her to ' 
rank with such heroines as Catherine 
of Russia or Queen Louise of Germany. 
And as to antiquity of pedigree, the 
Romanoffs and Hohenzollerns are mere 
upstarts In dynastic enterprise compar- 
ed with the power in Peking which 
draws Its authority directly from Ce- 
lestial sources in prehistoric eras. 


"Let us then admit at the outset 


that In the matter of birth, beauty and 
political power the dowager empress 
ef China eclipses not merely anything 
of its kind la Europe, but throws into 
the shade anything dreamed of in this 
fair country of ours, whose boast it Is 
that we have set the standard foi 
'sovereign woman.' The Chinaman In 
general is completely convinced that 
In all that constitutes higher civil!- 
eation he is the superior of the white 
man. 
He has invented more different 


kinds of mechanical improvements 
than all the rest of the world put to- 
gether. His wise men were masters 
of science when Europe was a howling 
wilderness. No other country has held 
together so long as this huge empire, 
and its subjects not unnaturally con- 
clude that such grand results must 
have sprung from Institutions whose 
excellence Ts unrivaled elsewhere. Of 
these institutions the highest exponent 
is the dowager empress and her party." 


With visions of exhausted coql sup- 


plies, even though the end be far off, 
come thoughts of power from sources 
other than coal, from wind and water 
and from the restless ocean waves and 
tides, says Cassier's Magazine. Of wa-

Wave motor and tide power schemes 


have been almost endless in number. 
The former have In a few Instances 
been used for light pumping work at 
seaside places, but such pumping out- 
fits have been very far from demon- 
strating that the wave motor could 
ever be strlously considered as * prime 
mover where large powers were de- 
manded. In fact, the wave motor Is 
little better than a toy. As to power 
from the tides, there is little to be said 
except that much money has been 
wasted in vain endeavors to turn it to 
practical account 
The tide power 


scheme probably always will be allur- 
ing and also disappointing. Ti1-} dis- 
appointment comes from the fact that 
very few people seem to take the trou- 
ble to figure out bow much water and 
how conquerable a fall are required to 
give any Tiseful amount of power. A 
horseoower for a day of ten hours, for 
example, would require something like, 
120 tons of water falling from a height 
of 100 feet, so that a 600 horsepower 
factory, say, would need 60,000 tons of 
water at a 100 foot head. On the basis 
of 30 cubic feet of water to the ton 
there would thus be over 2,000,000 cu- 
bic feet of water, and this would mak« 
a fair sized pond, eay about 1,000 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and 10 feet deep. 
There is in these few figures something 
that may help to open the eyes of the 
tide power plan inventor and of those 
who are in the habit of putting money 
into such things.
